Sequence: 

To  make  your  communication  vest  even  more 
attractive,  you  might  add  some  sparkling  trim.  .  .Oh! 
(familiar  sound  of  hand  striking  forehead)  An  alert 
reader  has  just  informed  me  that  sequins  aren’t  quite 
the  same  as  “sequence.”  Sequence  is  the  order  of 
things  -  and  it  becomes  very  important  in  passing  a 
formal  message  efficiently. 

Whether  you’re  using  NTS,  ICS-213,  or  an¬ 
other  format  in  the  message  you’re  sending,  it’s  very 
helpful  to  the  receiver  to  keep  the  parts  in  order.  In 
the  NTS  preamble,  that’s  number,  precedence,  han¬ 
dling  instructions,  station  of  origin,  check,  place  of 
origin,  time,  and  date.  When  elements  of  a  message 
are  sent  in  the  proper  sequence,  the  receiving  opera¬ 
tor  knows  what  to  expect  and  can  anticipate.  Espe¬ 
cially  under  poor  conditions,  knowing  what  to  listen 
for  helps. 

Think  of  a  message  as  a  contest  exchange.  If 
you  know  you’re  going  to  hear  a  number  and  a 
precedence,  it  limits  the  possibilities  and  allows  you 
to  focus  specifically  on  the  exact  figures  and  letters. 
You  can  predict  more  accurately  within  a  range. 

Just  as  there’s  an  order  to  a  traffic  net,  a  to-do 
list,  or  a  construction  project,  there’s  an  order  to  a 
formal  message.  Using  the  right  sequence  isn’t  really 
a  tall,  er,  order.

FAQ  #75-1  hear  net  reports,  birthday  wishes, 
and  license  renewal  reminder  messages  on  the  nets.  I 
hear  invitations  to  join  CW  nets.  I  know  these  radio¬ 
grams  are  being  used  for  practice  in  the  National 
Traffic  System.  What  other  kinds  of  traffic  could  I 
create  to  help  exercise  the  system?  Almost  anything 
that  is  not  commercial  or  offensive  in  nature.  Short 
messages  of  thanks  for  gifts,  favors,  QSOs,  or  ser¬ 
vice,  are  nice.  For  example,  you  might  send  a  mes¬ 
sage  to  the  SM  in  thanks  for  all  he  does  in  public  and 
even  more  behind  the  scenes  for  Hams  in  Wisconsin. 
Brief  inquiries  of  old  friends  are  usually  welcome. 
Get-well  wishes  can  lift  someone’s  spirits.  Congratu¬ 
latory  notes  are  certainly  appropriate  when  someone 
does  something  you  admire  -  scores  well  in  a  con¬ 
test,  helps  promulgate  Ham  Radio,  offers  a  good 
idea,  serves  as  a  faithful  net  control  station,  etc.  You 
might  write  and  send  any  of  these. 

You  could  also  originate  traffic  from  a  third 
party.  Offering  free  radiograms  is  still  good  public 
relations  at  a  public  service  event  or  exhibit.  Every¬ 
thing  from  county  fairs  or  steam  power  shows  to 
Field  Day  can  offer  an  opportunity  -  especially  if 
you  have  pre-printed  messages  ready  to  go. 

Keeping  the  system  fed  with  traffic  keeps  us  in 
practice,  so  “when  all  else  fails.  .  .”

No.  140.  Yet 
More  Goodies 

-  by  Stan  Kaplan,  WB9RQR 

Back  in  No.  137,  I  discussed  defrag¬ 
ging  and  mentioned  several  good  freeware 
defraggers.  I  also  alluded  to  an  up-and- 
coming  beta  version  that  runs  constantly  in 
the  background  whenever  Windows  is  up. 
It  defrags  a  little  whenever  the  machine  is 
idle,  as  when  you  are  taking  a  break,  or 
even  between  your  keystrokes.  I  told  you 
it  still  had  a  few  bugs.  Well,  the  bugs 
seem  to  have  been  worked  out,  and  the 
package  now  does  a  good  job.  If  you  don’t 
want  to  bother  with  defragging  manually 
and  just  have  it  done  in  the  background,  I 
think  it  is  ready  for  you  to  use.  I  had  it  on 
my  main  machine  for  a  couple  of  months 
with  no  problems,  and  it  does  what  it  says 
it  will  do.  Go  get  it  (do  a  Google  search, 
or  just  stop  by  majorgeeks.com  and  find  it 
there).  IObit  Smart  Defrag  is  its  name.  It 
is  still  in  beta  version,  but  it  seems  to  be 
very  stable  and  worth  putting  on  your  ma¬ 
chine.  I  suspect  it  may  be  a  pay-for  pro¬ 
gram  when  it  comes  out  of  beta,  so  if  you 
get  it  now  you  will  be  ahead  of  the  game. 
Good  stuff!  Note  however,  that  I  am  still 
more  partial  to  JkDefrag,  also  mentioned 
in  #137,  because  it  does  such  a  fast  and 
thorough  job  (much  better  than  your  built- 
in  Windows  version).  It  is  also  unique  in 
leaving  space  on  the  fastest  portion  of  the 
hard  drive  platter  for  those  hundreds  of 
little  files  that  Windows  is  constantly  cre¬ 
ating  and  modifying.  Tough  choices 
among  great  software!  What  the  heck, 
why  not  get  the  best  of  both  worlds?  Rou¬ 
tinely  let  IObit  Smart  Defrag  do  its  thing 
in  the  background,  but  run  JkDefrag  now 
and  then  to  really  clean  things  up!  I  have 
done  this  and  it  works  fine.  Just  don’t  run 
both  at  the  same  time. 


At  our  Ozaukee  Radio  Club  weekly 
breakfast  a  few  weeks  ago,  Ed  Rate 
(AA9W)  reminded  me  of  an  unusual  pro¬ 
gram  that  has  been  around  for  a  long  time. 
Originally  programmed  for  Linux  as 
KdirStat,  the  Windows  version  is  called 
WinDirStat  (version  1.1.2.80).  This  pro¬ 
gram  does  a  very  rapid  scan  of  whatever 
partititions  you  may  have  (C:  or  D:  or  E: 
or  all  of  them)  and  then  presents  you  with 
a  very  unusual  map  of  all  the  files.  Each 
file  type  is  a  different  color;  .jpg  files  are 
blue,  .doc  files  are  red,  .ico  files  are  gray, 
and  so  on.  A  colored  box  represents  each 
individual  file.  Moreover,  the  relative  size 
of  each  box  informs  you  at  a  glance  of  the 
relative  size(s)  of  all  the  files  on  the  parti¬ 
tion,  classified  by  type.  Clicking  an  indi¬ 
vidual  colored  box  will  show  you  the  name 
of  the  file,  and  you  already  know  what 
kind  it  is  from  the  color-coding.  There  are 
many  options,  including  deleting  the  file. 
You  have  the  option  of  deleting  it  to  the 
recycle  bin  (a  reversible  process),  or  delet¬ 
ing  it  completely  (the  file  is  then  lost  for¬ 
ever  unless  you  use  a  special  program  to 
recover  it).  WinDirStat  is  touted  as  a  tool 
to  “show  where  all  your  disk  space  has 
gone,  and  help  you  to  clean  it  up”.  It  cer¬ 
tainly  does  give  you  a  good  sense  of  the 
space  your  files  occupy  on  the  disk.  Just 
use  caution  in  deleting  stuff  unless  you  are 
very  sure  of  what  you  are  doing.  The 
viewing  aspect  of  the  program  is  quite 
safe,  and  it  is  instructive  to  use  it.  A  most 
unusual  and  interesting  visual  display!  Oh 
yes,  it  works  with  everything  up  through 
XP.  I  don’t  know  if  anyone  has  tried  it 
with  Vista. 

I  have  messed  with  any  number  of 
freeware  CD/DVD  burners  in  the  last  few 
years,  and  most  will  do  the  job  to  one  or 
another  extent.  However,  CDBumerXP 
(http  ://www.  cdburnerxp.  se/download.php) 
is  the  most  trouble-free  burner  I  have 
found.  It  has  a  clean,  slick  interface  with 


just  about  all  the  options  you  will  ever 
need.  It  requires  that  you  have  the  free 
Microsoft  .NET  Framework  installed,  but 
many  people  have  this  already  (or  should 
have  it).  Just  download  and  install 
CDBurnerXP  -  it  will  tell  you  if  you  need 
anything  not  presently  on  your  machine. 
By  the  way,  don’t  be  fooled  by  the  name 
of  this  program.  It  works  fine  with  Win¬ 
dows  2000.  A  very  nice  freebie! 

One  more  goodie  is  Universal 
Viewer.  How  many  times  have  you 
downloaded  or  otherwise  gotten  a  file  and 
could  not  open  it  because  you  don’t  own 
the  program  that  created  it?  This  is  a 
problem  we  have  all  run  up  against  from 
time  to  time,  and  UV  will  generally  solve

A  DX  bulletin  replaces  or  is  added  to  the  regular  bulletins  between  0100  UTC  (8  PM  EST)  Thursdays  and  0100 
UTC  (8  PM  EST)  Fridays. 

In  a  communications  emergency,  monitor  W1AW  for  special  bulletins  as  follows:  Voice  on  the  hour,  Tele¬ 
printer  at  15  minutes  past  the  hour,  and  CW  on  the  half  hour.

UNFOUNDED  RUMORS 

Fellow  Central  Division  ARRL  Members: 

For  those  who  follow  FCC  proceedings  and  al¬ 
ready  understand  what  the  IARU  is  and  how  it  oper¬ 
ates,  a  lot  of  what  I'm  about  to  say  may  be  old  news 
to  you.  However,  we  still  appear  to  have  individuals, 
who  do  not  understand  the  IARU  (and  sometimes 
even  the  FCC),  get  very  excited  when  somebody  tells 
them  their  cherished  mode  of  amateur  radio  operation 
is  in  danger  of  being  eliminated.  What  follows  is  for 
the  benefit  of  these  people. 

The  recently  approved  IARU  Region  2  Band  Plan 
is  only  an  advisory  band  plan  for  use,  as  desired, 
primarily  by  those  amateur  radio  societies  in  Region 
2  that  have  little  in  the  way  of  a  band  plan.  This  is  the 
second  IARU  Region  to  adopt  a  new  or  revised  band 
plan.  Region  3  still  has  yet  to  act  on  this  item. 

The  International  Amateur  Radio  Union  (IARU)  is 
only  an  advisory  organization  made  up  of  the  amateur 
radio  societies  in  each  respective  region.  Region  2  is 
North  and  South  America.  The  geographic  regions 
mirror  the  International  Telecommunications  Union 
(ITU)  Regions.  The  ITU  is  the  body  that  develops  the 
mles  at  World  Radio  Conferences  that  then  have  to 
be  adopted  by  each  country.  The  IARU  has  no  such 
power. 

The  current  mini-uproar  is  the  result  of  a  very  few 
ignorant  people  with  issues  making  postings  to  vari¬ 
ous  un-moderated  Internet  email  reflectors. 


There  is  no  plot  to  shut  down  amateur  radio  AM 
operation  in  the  U.S.  or  its  territories.  The  existing 
AM  footnotes  to  our  current  band  plan  still  apply  and 
will  continue  to  do  so  until  the  FCC  changes  or 
erases  them  from  its  Part  97  Regulations.  I  repeat, 
there  is  no  ARRL  plan  to  get  rid  of  HF  amateur  radio 
AM  operation  in  the  U.S.  I  also  point  out  that  the  AM 
footnotes  (that  enable  AM  operation)  in  the  current 
FCC  Amateur  Radio  Service  band  plan  would  have 
still  applied  to  our  regulation  by  bandwidth  proposal, 
if  it  had  become  an  FCC  Regulation.  Only  the  por¬ 
tions  of  the  HF  band  plan  that  would  have  been 
changed  were  listed  in  the  ARRL  petition  to  the  FCC. 
This  is  standard  procedure  in  an  FCC  filing.  Many 
people  still  do  not  "get  it". 

I  find  it  absolutely  amazing  that  many  people  jump 
to  conclusions  before  they  do  their  own  homework. 
This  is  true  in  many  activities,  including  amateur 
radio.  There  have  been,  and  apparently  always  will 
be,  individuals  who  are  gullible,  biased,  have  an  axe 
to  grind,  or  are  some  combination  of  the  three  when  it 
comes  to  discussing  and  considering  amateur  radio 
regulations.  They  are  few  in  number,  but  there  are  a 
lot  of  others  who  are  taken  in  by  these  people  simply 
because  they  don't  understand  the  situation  and  don't 
want  to  spend  the  effort  to  get  the  facts  directly  from 
the  source. 

I  don't  have  a  good  answer  to  this  situation  other 
than  to  keep  working  to  spread  the  truth.  I  apologize 
for  my  exasperation  that  shows  through  in  this  mes¬ 
sage.
